Prezados, Ultimamente tem circulado na lista, assunto referente ao fim 
das estaAies brasileiras de onda mEdia e sua migraA,,o para a faixa de 
FM. Fiz um levantamento das estaAiles brasileiras e suas quantidades 
est,,o abaixo (dados v-lidos em setembro de 2011):

No caso das estaAies de OM, as mesmas ocupam o espectro de 535 a 1605 
kHz, ou seja, 107 canais (cada um com 10 kHz de largura). Isto d- 
quase 15 estaA1es por canal. 


Para as emissoras de FM, que ocupam o segmento de 88 a 108 MHz, que 
s,0 100 canais, h- cerca de 16 estaAies por canal. Praticamente h- um 
empate de n’mero de estaA1es por canal, para a OM e FM. 


Se as emissoras de OM migrarem para o espectro atual da FM, v,,o ser 31 
estaAles por canal. Nas grandes cidades ou adjacincia delas, creio que 
vai haver interferincia entre as estaA1es, pois os receptores comuns 
n,,O S,O muito seletivos. Se for criada uma extens,,o de uma nova banda 
para FM, os receptores atuais ficariam desatualizados. Qual o custo 
disso para a nossa sociedade em adquirir novos receptores? 


Tomei por exemplo um certo estado brasileiro e estudei as potencias 
das estaAies de OM e FM. As 224 estaAies de OM tem a soma de suas 
potencias de saIda de 1535.5 kW. As 260 estaA1es de FM tem a soma de 
5021.8 kW. 


Assim sendo, cada emissora de OM tem uma potencia mEdia de 6.85 kw, 
enquanto que as de FM tem 19.17 kW. Como podemos verificar a potencia 
de uma emissora de FM E 3 vezes superior a de uma de AM (em mEdia). 


Mesmo utilizando potencias reduzidas (em relaA,,o da de FM), as 
emissoras de AM tem um alcance maior. Com relaA,,o a qualidade do som, 
muitos ouvintes utilizam receptores que tem alto falantes pequenos, 
que xreproduzem mais a mEdias e altas frequincias de -udio e tem pouco 
rendimento. Se quiserem dar uma incrementada, retire o -udio, atravEs 
de um cabo e conectores apropriados, do receptor e introduza em uma 
caixa ac’stica (de preferencia que tenha o woofer, midrange e tweeter) 
que assim vai dar um som muito melhor. 73 (Pedro - PY2TNX Ara’jo, 27

FM2 ou FM estendido. 


Entretanto, essas emissoras ter,o de continuar a transmitir 
obrigatoriamente em ondas mEdias a mesma programaA,,o. Ainda pelo que 
pude saber, ser: criada uma linha de crEdito para a implantaA,,o do 
sistema de transmiss,o. 


A meu ver, isso E jogada politica. Uma grande besteira, pois a 
ind’stria ter- de criar novos receptores para essa faixa, alEm de toda 
a populaA,,o tex de COMPRAR esses novos aparelhos. Atualmente, por 
exemplo, quem tem r-dios Motobras poderia sintonizar essas 
transmissies. 


NinguEm pensou realmente no ouvinte, uma vez que os atuais aparelhos 
se tornariam obsoletos da noite para o dia.

The wobbler was so loud on 650 kHz last night that I almost posted 
about it in honor of W Curt Deegan of Boca RatUn Fla, who passed away 
a few years ago. He had a website for it that seems to have been taken 
down. It was by far the loudest thing on 650, with a Cuban very low in 
the mud along with WSM which would surface occasionally. I have never 
heard a wobbler that loud before; very odd as it didn't seem to be 
connected at all with the Cuban (R Progresso) way underneath it (Bob 
Young, Millbury, MA, KB1OKL, Oct 28, ibid.) 


The frequency "wobbling" originates at the Cuban stations. It would 
seem to be intentional rather than just being a result of poorly- 
maintained equipment. This has been noted at different times on many 
different Cuban stations including those you mentioned, plus 870 and 
others. 


Maybe it's to increase interference to co-channel US stations (WSM- 
650, WAXY-790, WWL-870, etc.) that could otherwise be heard 
"backgrounding" the Cubans' audio. 


Of course it could just be unintentional technical incompetence and 
old broken-down '60s-era low-quality Commie transmitters instead, sort 
of like those perennially off-frequency Albanians. 


Here on Cape Cod, Cubans dominate on many channels at night especially 
if I'm running the null-north cardioid pattern SuperLoop or an 
ordinary loop nulling E/W (Mark Connelly, WALION, South Yarmouth, MA, 
Oct 28, ibid.)

I do make out an English ID at 0107 
on 6000, but the Spanish sounds louder, better modulation and more 
assertive than the soft-spoken **Ed Newman’* in English. Gilles 
Letourneu also reported this mix at 0108. I didn’t check later, but 
Dave Marthouse was still hearing the 6000 mix at 0213 and by then 6165 
was on in English only [WORLD OF RADIO 1693] 


12000, Oct 28 at 1252, bit of Spanish mixing with Russian from 
VIETNAM, suspected second harmonic of RHC 6000. 


But wait, there's another screwup: 17580, Oct 28 at 1346, RHC Spanish 
now has some CCI making a fast SAH, music atop, while other RHCs such 
as 13780 are in talk. At first I figure some unwary Eastern 
Hemispherian has landed here for B-13 on the assumption that 17580 
would be open, since Arnie refuses to participate in HFCC for fear of 
running into Yankee Imperialists (and plenty of delegates from 
countries which have rid themselves of communism) . 


I sure want to get an ID on this! Then I can tell the song is in 
Spanish, lyrix ‘‘amor’*, seguE to another SS song. Checked Spain 17595 
in case, but not // that. Could it be another Cuban net? Yes! 1356 
mentions Habana Libre, ‘‘Reportero RP**, plug Festival Mundial de la 
Juventud, a typical Commie event; 1359 refers to Oct 28 being the 
anniversary of something concerning Camilo Cienfuegos in 1959y, **Su 
Reportero RP** again, then full ID with one chime as *‘Radio Progreso 
Cadena Nacional, la Onda de la Alegria’ * 


So RP has not only added SW on 4765 in the evenings, but now here too! 
Unfortunately, already occupied by another RadioCuba transmitter. 
Probably from the two different sites, yet another example of 
unparalleled co*rdination. Will this continue or happen again? Still 
mixing at 1426, neither heard around 1630; RHC at least would have 
gone off at 1500. They are still announcing local time as UT -4. 


BTW, checking HFCC I see that an unwary station has in fact registered 
17580 despite RHC and RP: IBB in Pashto/Persian=Dari, 100 kW, 85 
degrees from Biblis, GERMANY at 1330-1530. This might have been part 
of the mix under the Cubans.

Alles retired from the U.S. governmentis Marti stations in late 
2011 and was just two chapters short of completing a book about his 
life when he died from heart failure, said his son-in-law, Javier 
Yanes. He was best known for his trek up Cubais highest mountains, 
with photographer Eduardo Hern-ndez, to interview Castro and other 
guerrillas including Ernesto 'Che' Guevara and Camilo Cienfuegos, in 
March of 1958. 


Alles caught up with Castro in 1991, when the Cuban leader was 
visiting Mexico. Castro immediately recognized him in a hotel lobby, 
called him by the nickname 'Agustincito' and asked him how he was 
doing. Very well, Alles replied, working. When Castro asked where, 
Alles stuck out his microphone, said Radio Marti and asked him a 
question, according to published reports from that time. ‘In the 
interview that I did with you in Sierra Maestra, you said that your 
government program was democracy, freedom and respect for human 
rights. Why did you not give that to the Cuban people?' 


Alles served as news director of Radio Marti, the U.S. government 
broadcaster to Cuba, from 1991 to 1995 and collaborated closely with 
Jorge Mas Canosa, one of the stationis main supporters and a founder 
of the Cuban American National Foundation. He remained at Radio Marti 
after 1995 as a senior supervisor and assignment editor until his

After the closure of nearly the half radio stations from ERA, 
including the three transmitters from Thessaloniki our city is now 
free from local radio stations. With the closure of the German station 
this year, the frequency was clear since May 13. 


But little later again on may 13 a new station has been started fist 
by relaying a local radio station from FM band well known in the city 
of playing traditional songs on afternoons and nights every day. 


But later as per my monitoring, this station (??I have some doubts for 
it) reappeared with its own programming (read play list with mp3 
collection) with old Greek songs, but more especially pops (not folk 
as most others )from the 60-80 era that later (after 9 pm) 6hardensé a 
little still into élight folki and goes vice versa. All these songs 
were highly popular those old times. That makes me suppose the 
operatoris age is around 50. That is after listening sometimes 

this station for more than 3 hours (for looking for ID). 


And little later this station appeared wth mostly western pops of 70a 
and 80s, but their transmissions are highly irregular. Although with 
some little direction finding (by turning the radio) shows to be in 
line with Athens (i.e. Canibal) their propagation pattern is different 
with more frequent fade outs and higher signals than Cannibal. As for 
example my parallel testing with them on 7-9 showed signals as low as 
23/05/6 to as high as 35/18/10 (db S - S/N fi S on 16H antenna on R75). 
That makes me believe that the station transmits possibly from further 
than Athens with higher power. 


I am also wondering if this station was before in 1035 under the name 
of Daffy. Nearly same signal.

Another check UT Oct 26 for the circa 0100 AIR anomalies: This time I 
have the recorder handy in case the unknown 36-37 note IS appear again 
on 11985, but there is not even any signal on 11985! Could be due to 
disturbed propagation, except 11740 Goa is still there, altho with SAH 
from CCI, poor with flutter. 


9910, Oct 26 at 0055, tone test 1 kHz, typical of what AIR sometimes 
runs on 11985 at this time, prior to starting the wrong service Sindhi 
at 0100 --- AND there is NO signal on 11985, so suspect tonight it’s 
doubly wrong. Uplooked later, 9910 is supposed to be in a sesquihour 
break between two Aligarh site transmissions, Tamil ending at 0045, 
and Pashto starting at 0215; while 11985 is listed as Khampur site for 
Sinhala at 0045-0115.

"I don't do shortwave as FM is my thing, but MND is my local station, 
boosting its power quite a bit in August, and broadcasts from 
Chuncheon. The Ministry of National Defense operates plenty such 
stations, almost all of which are my locals or rather nearby me. The 
MND either operates them (the FM stations) or supports them (if they 
didn't, they would be gone obviously), including Jayu FM and Jayuui 
Sori, which piggyback the Pyongyang FM and Echoes of Unification (both 
North Korean) frequencies along the border, especially from Haeju. 


Both networks broadcast propaganda of varying degrees aimed at 
listeners in the north. 97.7 Jayu FM in Paju, just to my north, is 
carefully positioned beside 97.75, North Korea's new propaganda 
network (formerly Pyongyang FM before last year's programming switch 
in which they even try to speak with a more South Korean accent and 
use words they use here as opposed to in the north, absolutely 
targeting listeners here). Both Jayu (94.5, 97.7, and 100.6, the 
latter being a frequency we don't even use in this country!) and 
Jayuui Sori (101.7, 103.1, 107.3) have staggered on-air hours as well 
as the Seoul FM jammers (92.5, 97.8, 103.7; 97.8 being a tad close to 
Jayu on 97.7 too). Jayu FM plays news, music, and ads as well. Finding 
the exact location of these frequencies has been a bitch, although I 
finally nabbed 97.7 on Sunday after 4 years of wondering.

former mayor (Rob VK3BVW Wagner, Australia, SW Bulletin Oct 27 via 
DXLD)

92.9 is licensed to Fred R and Evelyn K Morton, while 1560 is licensed 
to Tyler Media LLC, a multi-station group. The Mortons also own the 
96.5 translator in OKC, no others in OK state. (Mom-and-pop 
translators for rent, as many of them are, should make an interesting 
small-business story.) 


FCC AM Query shows 92.9 as the only OK outside KBEZ Tulsa, K225BN, 75 
watts at 145 m above ground level, but with an application to move to 
a slightly different site, 200 watts at 280 meters. Topo map indicates 
somewhere near the I-35/I-240 junxion in south OKC. I hate those FCC 
topo maps because they do not pinpoint the sites! We can only assume 
they are somewhere near the center, and sometimes there are © ‘radio 
towers’* indicated somewhere on them from decades ago, not necessarily 
in the middle, which could be something else, not even broadcasters. 


The WTFDA FM database for K225BN does not show any info on format or 
station relayed. Some FCC translator listings show the station being 
rebroadcast, but not this one. Now we know. 


Except: for the APP, FCC does show the primary: KOMA (FM)! Why in the 
world would full-power 92.5 KOMA need a translator on the second 
adjacent channel up??? I suspect that is just a place-holder. Possibly 
they did put KOMA on it previously for the record. 


1220, Oct 24 at 2348 UT, KTLV Midwest City is certainly audible in 
OKC, with gospel huxtering. It’s one of the *‘unreported** AM stations 
this century according to David Yocis of NRC DX News. I’ve also heard 
it in Enid, but it’s tough, certainly the least of OKC market AM 
stations (well, except KREF 1400 Norman due to KCRC 1390 Enid); need a 
quiet location and to minimize splash from 1230 Ponca. NRC AM Log says 
slogan is *‘Your Key To Living Victoriously’* --- and all this time I 
thought it just stood for *‘TweLVe’*. [more later, below] 


1640, Oct 24 at 0240 UT on SH 3, NW outskirts of OKC, KZLS, True 
Oldies, is already getting rather heavy fast-SAH QRM from a talk 
station, no doubt WTNI Biloxi MS, which is no doubt still on 10 kW day 
power instead of 1 kW. KZLS should sue them, or at least turn them in 
to the FCC. Back in Enid, closer to transmitter site Hennessey, WTNI 
is not so much of a problem (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Closer to 1700 more cue tones, nothing for 
a few more seconds until local automated ID fires plus automated 12:00 
timecheck. By the time I get to Kingfisher, birthplace of Sam Walton 
as proudly signed on the hwy, the signal is already losing out. Next 
approach at 0330 UT October 25, after playing some Bach mixed in with 
more overt contemporary gospel music, I see that the ST icon is 
missing at near-local range, so in memory of Bruce Elving, it’s 
definitely transmitting in mono. Dentro-Enid, remains obscured by

Radio Pakistan external service in Urdu observed in progress (via 
Global Tuners remote rx in Germany) on 15800 kHz at 0845 UT on 29 
October, with a very weak 11580 kHz in parallel. It was untraced on 
either frequency at 0830 UT sign-on time. Signal on 15800 kHz was fair 
in strength, but unlistenable due to atrocious modulation - it was 
only identifiable by comparison with the online stream at 
radio.gov.pk. Several references to iSedayee Pakistani [Voice of 
Pakistan] were noted, which turned out to be the name of the 
programme. There was NO English newscast at 0905 UT, only at 1100-1107 
prior to the station signing off with the national anthem at 1108 UT. 


On 27 & 28 October I checked out the 1600 UT broadcast in English for 
Europe listed in the B-13 schedule published in DXLD 13-41. Nil heard 
on 7510 kHz via several Global Tuners remote receivers, nor was it 
streamed on the Radio Pakistan website, so I doubt it exists. It would 
appear that the 1100 UT bulletin is now the only English content aired 
by Radio Pakistan on shortwave. 


Radio Pakistanis main domestic service is now the News and Current 
Affairs Channel, and it identifies as such using the English phrase 
even within Urdu programming. The iWorld Servicei, which was RPis term 
for their Urdu/English service on shortwave, is now just part of their 
External Service and identifies as such on air - again, the English 
phrase is used. Defunct terms like National Broadcasting Service and 
World Service are still found on the broadcasteris website, however 
they donit identify on air as such. 


During extensive monitoring over the past couple of weeks I noticed 
that iThe Typewriteri tune (composed by US composer Leroy Anderson), 
which used to introduce some Radio Pakistan news bulletins, has now 
gone. For those who need their memories jogging, hereis a posh

The Bears already have two de facto sports talk stations in town. The 
daily dissections, not to mention overreactions, drive WSCR-AM 670 and 
WMVP-AM 1000 during the football season. Now there's the prospect of 
another station. And it will be wall-to-wall Bears because it will be 
run by the Bears. 


Bears President Ted Phillips said the team will explore the 
possibility of launching its own station via HD Radio. He said it 
could happen next season, but more likely in 2015. 


HD Radio is an emerging technology that is expected to have a dramatic 
impact on the radio landscape. In essence, participating stations have 
substations within their frequencies that are broadcast in high 
definition. 


In its deal with WBBM-AM 780 and WBBM-FM 105.9, the team has the 
rights to use 105.9 HD3 as its own exclusive radio outlet. 


"How cool is that?" Phillips said. "I can't say we will do it next 
year, but the brainstorming will begin next year. In my mind, we're 
probably looking at 2015." 


Currently, the Penguins, Phillies and Cowboys have HD Radio stations. 
More pro franchises, though, are looking at the option as HD Radio is 
expected to have greater distribution with manufacturers now making 
them available in new cars. The technology also allows access via 
smart phones apps and through the Internet. 


The Penguins, who launched first in 2009, have Monday through Friday 
shows airing from 2-6 p.m. Additional programming includes games from 
the Penguins' minor league affiliate; college hockey and flashbacks 
from classic games. It's all Penguins, all the time, as the team looks 
to super serve its core fans. 


The Bears would have a similar programming lineup for their HD 
station. They now are positioned to make a move thanks to the opening 
of a new multimedia facility at Halas Hall, the most advanced in the 
NFL. Part of a 40,000-square foot addition, it includes fully 
operational TV and radio studios. 


The Bears already produce several shows for television. An HD station 
is a natural next step in their bid to generate more original content 
to satisfy a fan base that can't get enough football. The question is 
when, Phillips said. 


"The HD penetration still is not that high," Phillips said. "It' s 
very labor intensive. We have to make sure it is worth it." 


Joe D'Angelo, senior vice-president for HD Radio, said there are 
currently 14 million HD Radio units in the marketplace. The big move 
will happen on the car front. Angelo said 33 auto companies have 
announced plans to incorporate HD Radios in 170 models by year's end. 


Because most people listen to the radio while driving, the sooner 


consumers buy new cars, the quicker they will have access to the 
latest technology. D'Angelo contends HD Radio is in a similar position 
as HD television was in the late 1990s, when it still was in limited 
use by networks. A few years later, it became a staple. 


"HD television was around for a decade before it got consumer 
traction," D'Angelo said. "HD Radio is moving faster, given the 
penetration in the car market." 


Besides the Bears, the White Sox also have discussed HD Radio, 
although it appears to be further down the road for them. Their deal 
with WSCR gives them access to 104.3 HD 3. 


"It is a nice option as the technology gains more and more 
distribution," said Brooks Boyer, the team's chief marketing officer. 
It is something we have been monitoring for quite some time and will 
continue to monitor." 


The Bears would be ahead of the curve if they launched a HD Radio 
station in 2015. However, by the end of the decade, they probably will 
have plenty of company, as teams will ride the latest technology. 


More ‘85 Bears: When Rich Cohen sat down for a lunch interview with 
Mike Ditka, the coach asked a blunt question as only he could. "Why 
the hell would you want to write a book about the '85 Bears?" Ditka 
said. "Do you know how many people have written about this team?" 


Cohen replied, "Why did you run that offense all those years? Because 
you thought you could do it better than anyone else." 


Ditka replied, "Good answer. 


Cohen's new book, "Monsters: The 1985 Chicago Bears and the Wild Heart 
of Football" definitely is different from previous versions about the 
fabled team. The Glencoe native and best-selling author writes it from 
the perspective of a 17-year-old kid who came of age with those Bears 
and then reconnects with them on a personal level more than 25 years 
later. It is a lively and compelling portrait of not only that team, 
but the franchise and its place in Chicago. 


"A lot of the stuff about that team is Game 1, 2, 3, 4," Cohen said. 
"I didn't want it to do that way. That team transcended the sport. 
That team expressed a lot about Chicago. The way the people play. The 
way they think of themselves. No other Chicago team affected me in 
that way."

6015, Oct 25 0300, Zanzibar Broadcasting Corp. Thanks to the tip from 
Bill Bingham via DXLD I was able to pull in this station at the same 
time with decent strength. Up to 0300 heavy QRM from 6020. I gota 
nice recording with ID at 0300 (Thomas Nilsson, Sweden, SW Bulletin 
Oct 27 via DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. TA carriers in Oklahoma --- Had a chance to scan for TA 
Carriers with the Excalibur this evening. On the way home after 
sunset, I heard hets against 1520 KOKC and 890 WLS on my lowly Civic 
"radio" so figured there was a good chance that other carriers were to 
be heard/seen on the waterfall display. Was I ever right. Between 
Q220-0300Z 260CT13 saw carriers on the Excalibur waterfall display on: 


549/558/567/585/594/603/621/639/675/684/693 .000/693 .004/711.111/756/77 
4/783/792/801(?) /837/855/864.001/864.006/873(?) /882/890.981/890.996/90 
9/945 --- that was as far as I got before I had to stop but suspect 
there were lots of others on up the band. When I get a chance 
tomorrow, I'll try to guess the source of some or all of these 
carriers. 


Whew! ! No audio, obviously, but 549 and 621 were by far the strongest 
of the bunch while 909 and 945 were fairly strong as well. Quite a 
showing for the central US using a 43 foot sloping wire, high end at 
20 feet. 


Earlier in the week, I spent time between 909 and 1060 looking for TA 
carriers as well. The Excalibur display can really "zero-in" on the 
carriers and allow me to measure the frequency to +/- 1 Hz (e.g 
693.004 above). The recent discussions on MW offsets got me interested 
in measuring some of the offsets on both domestic and TA signals. I'll 
try to report on some of what I've measured in that frequency range 
this weekend.

Trans-Atlantic carriers, Oct 29: on caradio hearing 
strong 1-kHz het on 910, at 0120, so as soon as I am back on the porch 
with DX-398, full scan finds all these past 0130, not necessarily in 
this order: 531, 585, 603, 693, 774, 783, 873, 882, 909, 954, 1044, 
1053, 1089[off-frequency, birdie?], 1151, 1215, 1377, 1494, 1521. 


Another check inside with the DX-398 at 0554-0600: 549, 684[vs WSCR 
IBOC], 693, 774, 882, 891, 909, 954, 1044, 1053, 1152, 1215. 


TA carrier search Oct 30 at 0048-0053: 549, 693, 774, 783, 792[vs WBBM 
IBOC], 873, 882, 891, 909, 1152, 1206, 1215, 1377, 1422, 1521, 1557. 
Mark Connelly pointed out that by accumulated power, my previous log 
of 774 would most likely be the RNE Spain synchros adding up to some 
400 kW (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. TP carrier search Oct 25: after finding 2-7 MHz from 
Asia propagating poorly today, did not expect any on MW, but there 
they are: usual JBA carriers at 1203-1205: 693, 747, 774, 972, likely 
Japan and Korea South. Today's sunrise here not until 1248. 


WWV fembot reported at 1318: 10/24 flux 161(!), Ap 9 (? Not sure due 
to a fade/distortion and poor enunciation of the fembot who refuses to 
repeat the numbers even tho there is plenty of time to do so! Back to 
e-mail from WWV: it was 3); K at 12 was ©. Past 24 hours: R3 blackout; 
next 24 hours: minor, G1 storm and R1 blackout (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. TP carrier search Oct 26 at 1151-1157: JBA on 594, 693, 
747, 774, 882, 972, 1143. 774 and 972 are slightly stronger than the 
others. I decided to sit on 972 at 1200 trying to detect a S Korean 
timesignal, but inconclusive. 


TP carrier search Oct 27 at 1157: JBA on 702 from south of due west; 
774 from northwest. 702 presumably 2BL Sydney NSW, whose true bearing 
is 251 degrees at 13860 km. 


TP carrier search Oct 30 at 1234: 747 is JBA, no others found in the 
area (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 740, Oct 27 at 1212, song in Spanish vs KRMG about 6 Hz 
away (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Right after local mean noon, always 1832 UT, on Oct 26 I 
venture to the low-noise hot-spot parking lot in an Enid mall to do an 
AM bandscan on the caradio for weakest detectable signals; however 
there are storms in southern Oklahoma making lightning crashes, the 
only such area on the continent now: 


870, Oct 26 at 1830, English station in a game is atop with a SAH of 
3.5 Hz. May we assume that KFIJZ Fort Worth is 100% Vietnamese? WWL is 
scheduled for ‘Tiger Tailgating’, I assume sports-talk. The little 870 
daytimers in CO and MO are both listed as Oldies. Of course even music 
stations are quick to pre-empt it for silly ballgames. WWL or either 
of those would be a good daytime groundwave catch; need to try again. 


At 1843 UT, I find *nox skywave activity on the X-band, not even 1700 
KKLF Richardson TX --- so surely none of above signals lower in the 


band are skywave either. 


Oct 27 at 1900 UT, I have returned to the same location as yesterday, 
the MW hotspot in a mall parking lot in western Enid. Almost same 
space, but on Sunday the lot is almost empty if that should make a 
difference. I've timed it to arrive just before hourtop, hoping to get 
an ID on the 870 station, but conditions are somehow worse than 
yesterday: all I can detect on 870 at 1902 is a SAH of about 6 Hz. 
Normally readable 880 KRVN is also very poor (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 930, Oct 30 at 1250 UT, country music with WKY OKC 
tightly nulled. Per NRC AM Log 2013, the xonly*x two USA/Canadian C&W 
format stations on 930 are both likely within range from here, KAFF 
Flagstaf£ AZ, and KRKY Granby CO (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Hi - Supposedly 4780 kHz. is being heard again now (2150 
UT) on the east coast NAm, so probably Djibouti on early again. Worth 
checking on. Ron Howard, CA, Oct 26, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


From upcoming bcdx #1135: nothing heard here in Europe at 2240 UT Oct 
26; 4780 is empty. 


DJIBOUTI {tentat.} 4780, Pilgrimage to Mecca; is there a correlation 
with Djibouti reception? Signal should easily reach Mecca across Red 
Sea.

Hajj - the pilgrimage to Mecca, is one of the greatest religious 
observances in Islam.

This mess 
is similar to what was observed one night recently coming from the 
9770 Turkey transmitter, Spanish at 0100, but this is no longer the 
time or frequency for it. 


Lack of a blob on 9720 but the Cairo carrier implies that could be 
involved in this. The other Cairo mess is still on 9965. 


9765, Oct 28 at 0055 past 0100, no signal nor panoply of distorted 
spurs as heard 24 hours earlier. Would sure like to find out what that

DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 13680-SSB, Oct 30 at 1346, 2-way Spanish intruder, 
typical Mexican colloquial intonation (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 15151-SSB, Oct 30 at 1426, 2-way Spanish intruder on one 
of their favorite SWBC channels (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING

1923. 90 YEARS SINCE THE FIRST RECEPTION OF A U.S. BROADCASTER IN 
SOUTH AMERICA 
(By Horacio A. Nigro, CX3BZ, Montevideo, Uruguay, "La Galena del Sur") 


On the night of October 30-31, 1923, 90 years ago, Engineer Roland 
Raven-Hart, a British Army Major located in the Andes mountains on the 
Argentina-Chile frontier, heard a U.S. broadcast station (and thus an 
overseas station) for the first time in South America, an event that 
made the headlines in the specialized press of that time. 


It was the first time that the famous KDKA, Pittsburgh, USA, was heard 
in South America. 


Major Roland Raven-Hart was born in Glenalla, Ireland. He was trained 
aS an engineer, and at the outbreak of World War I he enlisted in the 
the British Army. He was assigned to the General Staff, and served on 
sensitive missions in France, Belgium, Russia, Italy, Palestine, 
Sudan, Syria, Egypt, etc. At one point he installed an antenna on one 
of the pyramids of Egypt that allowed him to quickly communicate with 
the staff. 


Major of 
the British Army. He was member of the Institute of Radio Engineers 
and the American Institute of Electric Engineers. 


As a consequence of his outstanding performance, several allied 
governments gave him merit awards, such as Officer of the Order of the 
British Empire, Croix de Guerre from France, Order of St. Stanislaus 
of Russia, etc. 


When peace was restored, and with the rank of major, he asked to be 
released to travel for rest and study in Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
where the Pacific Railroad Administration allowed him to study 
wireless. This continued after the Trans-Andean railway arrived in the 
mountain village of Los Andes, where he had installed his famous 
amateur radio station 9TC. 


He had good DX, and on this date, achieved a distance record for 
broadcast reception between North and South. 


In fact, the Argentinian "Revista Telegr-fica", a magazine edited in 


Buenos Aires, Argentina, reported the following news in its October 
1923 edition: 


"REMARKABLE RECORD 


At press time, we get the following report. The news could not be more 
sensational. It has been possible to receive a North American 
broadcasting station at a distance of approximately 8,300 kilometers! 


It is an event that marks a new era in our modern history of radio. 
Using the pseudonym "John English" is a distinguished engineer who 
deserves our absolute faith". 


Indeed, "John English", pseudonym of Roland Raven-Hart, reported: 


"Radiotelephony up to 8,300 kilometers. - Reception tests in Los Andes 
(Chile) and Puente del Inca (Mendoza). - Interesting observations. 


In Los Andes (Chile) on the night of October 30-31 I received a 
complete program from a station announcing as "KDKA - Pittsburg 
‘classical music, jazz and comedy, all in English. I think this must 
be a record, being a distance of more or less 8,300 kilometers. 


The apparatus used is a"Western Electric", with a high [frequency] 
amplification, detector and low [frequency]amplification, with a phone 
of the same brand. 


The antenna was 20 meters long and 5 meters high on a zinc roof". 


Imagen integrada 2 --- He does not mention the frequency or 
wavelength. The Westinghouse station was operating on the frequency of 
920 kHz at that time , but it is also likely that he received it on 
shortwave via station 8XS, which began simulcasting KDKA mediumwave in 
July 1923 on the 60 meter band.

Raven-Hart was enjoying reception at the time, but from local 
stations. "During the month of October I have heard the following 
stations, and will have much pleasure in giving news about the 
reception quality, etc. My address for letters: Supte. [abbreviation 
of Super Intendent], TelEgrafos F. C. T. Los Andes (Chile).

Montevideo ......... Paradiz-bal, R. SudamErica

As promised, I detail the results of my tests at my facilities for 
October 17- 21 from Puente del Inca (Mendoza), with a "Western 
Electric" receiver, one tube for high frequency reception, detector, 
and one tube for low frequencies. 


The weather was variable, cloudy and snowing on the 21st. Static was 
relatively strong on days 17-19, but there was little static on the 
20th and 21st. 


Radio Cultura and Radio SudamErica [Buenos Aires] were also heard 
during the day, the first with the headphones on the table. 


Sociedad Radio Argentina, 1100 kilometers away, was received well at 
night. 


From Montevideo, 1300 kilometers, I got Paradiz-bal and Radio 
SudamErica, and also the following: 


Radio Club of Villa Maria (Cordoba ), 650 kilometers; 

Radio Club de Tucum-n, 850 km; 

Station 340, San Juan, 200 kilometers, daytime, and Radio Pekam; 

Station 394, Rio Cuarto (Cordoba), (initial number somewhat 
dubious), 550 km 

Radio Club of Rosario de Santa Fe, 900 km; 

Radio Chilena de Santiago de Chile, with headphones on the table and 
at a distance of 120 meters [sic](1) ; 

A. B. C., Vida del Mar (Chile). 


My antenna is too long, allowing me to listen to only a few 
amateurs, but I will try again. As always, during their conversations 
various radioamateurs did not give their names. 


I think it is interesting to make three observations: 1) there are 
stations on the frequencies of Radio Sud AmErica, Radio Cultura and 
Paradiz:bal, causing heterodynes, so it is impossible to receive one 
station without the other; 2) several of th smaller stations produce 
noise from the generator, or the rectified AC, that is louder than the 
music they broadcast, with horrible results; and 3) several stations 
produce carrier waves equal to or stronger than that of Radio Cultura, 
but the modulation is so low that the voice is barely heard. 


In my view, there are stations that could double their transmission 
range if they paid more attention to their modulation than to the 
current at the antenna. 


I do not mention the stations, but I'll be glad to answer directly to 
the abovementioned amateur stations if they contact me at: 
"Superintendent of Telegraphs. F. C. Transandino. Mendoza."

Mr. Raven-Hart, was in fact an active chronicler of the pioneering 
radio activity that had been developed at that time in the Southern 
Cone of America. 


By the end of May 1926, he returned to Europe, spending some time in 
Spain and Italy. Then, he travelled to the U.S., where he was received 
by the organized amateur radio community in this country as a 
representative of the South American hams, in recognition of the 9TC 
success. He returned to Buenos Aires in 1927. 


It is worth mentioning his impressions on his European tour. He 
summarized the status of radio in Europe in two words: "Little news". 
However, he commented on the "new" Loewe brand of vacuum tubes, which 
he had the opportunity to test, "as detector and dual audio frequency 
amplification at the same time", with results that he described as 
wonderful. He also found good broadcast programming. As to the 
receiving apparatus in use, he considered that it was "inferior to 
that used in the U.S. and Argentina and much more complicated". 


In 1932 he retired from his engineering profession, and traveled to 
Ceylon (now Sri Lanka) to do canoeing. Actually, he navigated more 
than 15,000 miles of the rivers in the world, using a folding canoe.

During World War II, Roland James Raven-Hart was one of the 766 
Argentine volunteers serving the Allied cause. 


Roland's life was undoubtedly an exciting global adventure. It is said 
that he was a friend of Colonel T. E. Lawrence ("of Arabia") working 
for the Intelligence Department, and he seems to have been at least 
partly responsible for convincing the famous writer Arthur C. Clarke 
(author of "2001 A Space Odyssey"), a communications engineer 
colleague, to settle and live in Ceylon: 


En route from Australia the ship docked in Sri Lanka (then Ceylon), 
where Clarke met Major R. Raven-Hart, OBE. "A remarkable linguist and 
lover of exotic places, cultures and customs," said Clarke. "It was my 
first introduction to the fabulous Orient. I've been here, more or 
less, ever since". 


He was the author of several books, especially about his canoening 
activities, and he wrote an article in collaboration with composer 
Lennox Berkeley entitled "Wireless Music". 


In December 1923 KDKA would be rebroadcast in Great Britain, and had 
even been received in Hawaii, and later, on March 25, 1924, KDKA 
broadcast entirely in Castilian for the South American nations. 


In early 1924 it would be heard for the first time in Uruguay.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 21 - 27 October 2013 


Solar activity was reached high levels. The period began at low levels 
with several C-class events from Regions 1875 (NO7, L=030 class/area 
Fkc/790 on 27 Oct) and 1877 (S12, L=009 class/area Dkc/440 on 24 Oct) 
observed on 21 Oct. By 22 Oct moderate levels were reached when Region 
1875 produced three M-class events, the largest an M4/1b at 22/2120 
UTC associated with a 220 sfu Tenflare and a Type II radio sweep (1955 
km/s). Moderate levels continued on 23 Oct with three additional M- 
class flares from Region 1875 and reached high levels early on 24 Oct 
when Region 1877 produced an M9/1n at 24/0030 UTC. A faint, full-halo 
CME was observed with the M9 event, along with Types II (1321 km/s) 
and IV radio emissions. Model runs indicated potential impacts at 
Earth on 28 Oct. Region 1875 produced two additional M-class events on 
24 Oct as well. High levels continued through 25 Oct with five M 
flares and two X-class events from Region 1882 (S08, L=292 class/area 
Dkc/390 on 27 Oct) which had just rotated onto the east limb. The 
first X-class event was an X1 at 25/0801 UTC accompanied by Types II 
(1240 km/s) and IV radio emissions, along with a Costelli U radio 
signature including a 610 sfu Tenflare. The second was an X2 at 


25/1503 UTC associated with Types II (2078 km/s) and IV radio 
emissions with another Costelli U signature including a 370 stfu 
Tenflare. The WSA-Enlil model indicates the arrival of both of the 
CMEs associated with the X flares on 28 Oct, around the same time as 
the CME associated with the M9 flare. Region 1882 produced 4 
additional M-class events on 26 Oct. These along with an M3/Sf at 
26/1927 UTC from Region 1884 (S13, L=258 class/area Dso/110 on 27 Oct) 
kept solar activity at high levels meeting the criteria by reaching 
five flares greater than or equal to the M1 threshold. One of the 
flares from Region 1882 was an M1/1n observed at 26/1117 UTC. CMEs 
were associated with this event and the M3 from Region 1884. Model 
predictions indicated impacts from the arrival of both CMEs on 29 Oct. 
Moderate activity levels returned on 27 Oct with only a single M-class 
event, an M3/1£ at 27/1248 UTC from Region 1875. Several other Type II 
and IV radio sweeps along with multiple CMEs were observed during the 
period, however none of them were determined to be geoeffective. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit, although 
slight enhancements were observed following the M9 flare and the two 
X flares observed on 24 and 25 Oct respectively. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit began the 
period at high levels on 21 Oct but quickly decreased to normal to 
moderate levels for the remainder of the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity was quiet throughout the period. A Sudden 
Impulse (10 nT measured at the Boulder magnetometer) was observed at 
26/2246 UTC. Based on timing, this most likely marked the arrival of 
the CME associated theM4 flare observed late on 24 Oct. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 28 OCTOBER-23 NOVEMBER 2013 


Solar activity is likely to be at moderate levels through 06 Nov when 
Region 1882 is expected to rotate around the west limb. Predominately 
low levels are expected until Regions 1875 and 1877 return around 11 
Nov. Chances for moderate activity increase at that time and will 
persist until 20 Nov when activity is expected to decrease again to 
low levels for the remainder of the period. 


A chance for a proton event at geosynchronous orbit exists through 06 
Nov as Regions 1875, 1877 and 1882 move across the western hemisphere. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels through 10 Nov. An 
increase to moderate to high levels is expected from 11 - 18 Nov 
following a recurrent coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). Normal 
to moderate levels are expected for the remainder of the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be unsettled to active with 
isolated minor storm intervals on 28 Oct due to a combination of the 
24 Oct CME associated with the M9 flare and the CMEs associated with 
the two X flares observed on 25 Oct. Unsettled to active conditions 
are expected on 29 Oct with a chance for minor storm periods due to 
continued CME effects along with the arrival of the CMEs from the 26 
Oct M flares. Mostly quiet to unsettled levels are anticipated from 30 
- 31 Oct as CME effects wane and only a weak CH HSS. Predominately 
quiet conditions are expected from 01 - 09 Nov. Quiet to unsettled 
conditions, with possible isolated active periods, are expected from 
10 - 13 Nov with the arrival of a recurrent positive polarity CH HSS. 
Predominately quiet conditions are expected for the remainder of the 
period.
